Poboard  by  *  Masks  la  Alcohol. 

A  surprising  experiment  demonstrat¬ 
ing  the  lusting  qualities  of  suake  poison 
was  recently  made  by>Profe*sor  Mhisou- 
neove,  which  showed  that  a  dead  suake 
is  almost  as  dangerous  as  a  Jive  one. 
The  professor  took  au  unusually  large 
specimen  of  the  common  viper  of  south¬ 
ern  Prance,  which  for  more  than  40 
years  bad  been  exhibited  in  tbe  aoolog- 
icul  museum  at  Augers,  France,  pre¬ 
served  in  alcohol.  Tbe  first  experiment 
with  one  of  tbe  poisonous  fangs  of  this 
*nake  seemed  to  show  that  tbe  40  years’ 
contact  with  (be  alcohol  had  robbed  tbe 
poiaou  of  its  virulence,  for  a  sparrow 
wounded  with  one  of  its  teeth  did  not 
develop  any  syniptomsof  being  poisoned. 
The  cause  of  the  nuiiaction  of  the  poison 
at  first  was  speedily  found,  however,  in 
tlie  thickening  of  tbe  poison  at  the  en¬ 
trance  of  tbe  canal  into  tbe  tooth,  which 
prevented  the  poison  from  flowing. 
When  Professor  Muisonneuve  extracted 
some  of  tbe  poisonous  substanoe  with  s 
flue  needle  uud  injeoted  a  minimal  por¬ 
tion  of  it  into  the  sparrow,  tbe  latter 
showed  all  the  symptoms  of  poisoning 
inside  of  half  an  hour,  which  gradually 
increased  uutil  it  died  iu  convulsions  in 
4  l,  hours  after  the  injection  of  tbe  poi¬ 
son.  As  it  was  heretofore  believed  that 
snuke  poison  loses  its  daugerofls  aud 
virulent  qualities  with  the  death  of  the 
reptile,  great  care  iu  handling  dead 
snakes  will  be  a  matter  of  common  sense 
precaution.

Raw  Oysters.  ^ 

One  of  the  most  eminent  of  French 
physicians,  the  late  Dujardiu-Beaumstx, 
urged  for  yean  before  bis  death  that 
persona  of  light  or  feeble  digestion 
should  not  eat  raw  oysters,  becanse  they 
contain  a  chemical  which  exoitea  fer- 
ieu  tat  ion  as  soon  as  it  oomes  in  con  taot 
with  the  gastric  juice.  Being  an  easy 
carrier  of  germs,  too,  the  oyster  com¬ 
municates  very  readily  any  patbogeoio 
microbe  which  it  may  contain  to  tbe  in¬ 
testinal  canal,  and  trouble  begins  at 
once.  Recent  investigations  corroborate 
the  opinion  of  the  French  scientist  and 
may  lead  to  the  banishment  of  tbe  hith¬ 
erto  esteemed  raw  oyster  from  tbe  list 
of  convalescent  dainties*  It  is  already 
an  established  foot*  that  its  nutritive 
qualities  have  been  much  overrated. — 
New  York  Post 


It  will  probably  be  news  to  most  p 
pie  to  bear  that  rudimentary  traoes  of 
a  third  eye  exist  among  all  vertebrates, 
including  man.
